THE USE AND ABUSE OF FICTION. 

There is no class of books dealt in by the 
trade which presents more varied and perplex¬ 
ing problems than fiction, both from the pub¬ 
lishing and the retailing side. In the past 
year the output of fiction has gone beyond all 
previous American experience, our records 
for 1908 showing more than 300 volumes ex¬ 
cess of the production of fiction in any pre¬ 
vious year. Much, indeed most, of this is 
American fiction, in striking contrast with the 
state of things before the “international copy¬ 
right” provision in the Act of 1891. Under 
the new conditions probably no country in the 
world is turning out such an avalanche of fic¬ 
tion as America. 

It is a common superstition in the trade 
that the publishing and retailing of fiction is 
the most profitable part of business. Taken 
by and large nothing could be farther from 
the truth. A novel that sells by the hundred 
thousand is of course profitable; but to pro¬ 
mote such a sale there is enormous expendi¬ 
ture, and the “big seller,” especially of the sec¬ 
ond rank of success, is often a snare to the 
unwary publisher. He does not make out of 
it as much money as the big figures indicate, 
and it is apt to draw him into ventures which 
more than wipe off the profit on the great 
successes. The house which was notable for 
its success in handling the “big sellers” did 


not find this class of publication so profitable 
as it seemed, and has put itself on a sounder 
basis by refraining from pushing sales to the 
extreme. Thousands of volumes of novels 
have gone to the clearance sale or scrap-heap 
because of the overproduction of fiction which 
the “big seller” induced. 

From the retailer’s point of view this may 
be even more strongly put. As fiction is only 
semi-protected, it is sold by the retailer at but 
a moderate profit; and it is the common mis¬ 
take of the retail trade to stock up so largely 
with a leader in fiction as to wipe out the 
profit when the more or less artificial demand 
has slackened. Besides this, the retailer has 
bought one, two, three, a dozen or fifty copies 
of books which do not sell, and which at the 
end of the year cumber the shelves and must 
go on the clearance counter if, indeed, they 
can be disposed of at all, except to the paper 
man. One of the shrewdest retailers, who 
makes a practice of putting all novels on the 
clearance counter as soon as the year is up, 
has figured out losses and gains, and assured 
himself from his own experience that fiction 
is the least profitable line to carry. 

It is greatly to be lamented that so large a 
number of the works of fiction of the past 
year obtained their sale because of other than 
their literary qualities—the salacious novel, 
whether under guise of a problem novel or 
straightforwardly objectionable, formed too 
large a proportion of American fiction publi¬ 
cation last year. Doubtless money was made 
from some of it—but this is money that ought 
not to be made. It may be that these things, 
as is suggested, go in waves; and it is de¬ 
voutly to be wished that the way of salacious 
fiction may be over. 

The publishing and bookselling trades are 
on their solidest basis when they deal with 
solid books, books that are books, books that 
are good for sale next year if they are not 
sold this year. We trust this will be kept 
before the mind of publishers and booksellers 
in the year of grace 1909. 


THE SPEAKER’S COMMENTARY. 

The “Speaker’s Commentary” is so called, 
according to the New York Sun, because the 
enterprise originated in the effort of John 
Evelyn Denison, Speaker of the House of 
Commons. It was designed to meet in suc¬ 
cessful opposition the views of biblical inter¬ 
pretation so forcefully upheld by Dr. Colenso. 
The work was announced in 1863 and publica¬ 
tion was begun in 1871. F. C. Cook was the 
editor in chief; the text was revised and com¬ 
mentaries written by several bishops and 
other theologians of undisputed orthodoxy. 
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COPYRIGHT AS IT AFFECTS LIBRA¬ 
RIES. 

At a joint meeting of the Long Island and 
New York Library Clubs, held January 14 in 
the rooms of the Aldine Association, consider¬ 
ation was given to the relations between libra¬ 
ries and publishers. 

Mr. George Haven Putnam spoke on the 
copyright question as it affects libraries. He 
touched briefly on the processes through 
which a book must pass before it is completed 
and ready for the market. When the book is 
actually made and comes to be presented to 
the publisher the question arises of the di¬ 
vision of the proceeds. From the broadest 
viewpoint this may be described as the amount 
the reader is prepared to pay for the gratifi¬ 
cation he receives from the book. 

In the early history of book production 
there was little or no question of profit and 
loss. The author had gained his point in 
having the book printed; but with the devel¬ 
opment of economic conditions and competi¬ 
tion, the author’s requirements have devel¬ 
oped and increased, thus complicating the 
problem for the publisher. In fact the de¬ 
mands of a class of authors have now become 
so large that conservative publishers have 
been obliged to stand aside and are giving up 
what may be termed the gambling business 
of bidding against each other for “best sell¬ 
ers.” The gambling element thus being intro¬ 
duced into literature has modified the literary 
standards of authors with demoralizing effect. 

The increase in the cost of book production 
and the decrease in the monetary value of 
skilled labor are further serious factors in 
the problems of book production. 

Librarians, in their encouragement and fur¬ 
therance of competition in the work of sup¬ 
plying books are in some measure responsible 
for the present turbulent and unsatisfactory 
conditions that control the distribution of 
literary material. Mr. Putnam pointed out 
that while library ethics in the matters of 
bookbuying are legitimate and honorable so 
far as their relation to the librarian’s profes¬ 
sion is concerned, from a broader standpoint 
they are harmful, maintaining a disturbing in¬ 
fluence in the economic conditions of book 
production. 

# Mr. Putnam cited the harmonious condi¬ 
tions that have existed in Germany from 
the earliest times, which he attributes to 
the stable and satisfactory provisions of 
the copyright law by which absolute con¬ 
trol is assured and rates are made fixed 
and constant. The constant friction of 
unsatisfactory relations in connection with 
the booktrade cannot be done away with in 
this country while the present copyright law 
exists, and librarians in their overzealousness 
to serve their institutions, being freed from 
copyright obligations under the provisions of 
the copyright law of 1S91, have acted in such 
manner as to hamper seriously the work of 
American publishers and the interests of the 
bookbuving community. 

Mr. Putnam further cited the inadequacy of 
American copyright, in that through its oper¬ 


ation the American publisher has no control 
of his market, whereas the English publisher 
can supply the American market; librarians 
are in a large measure responsible for such 
undermining of the American market. 

An effective international copyright is the 
only solution to the problem, and the problem 
must be worked out to determine the neces¬ 
sary margin of profit for booksellers, the sup¬ 
port of the author and the support of the pub¬ 
lisher; a result of these considerations may 
lead to the increase of catalogue prices of 
books, and all books, including the best sellers, 
will have to be placed on a net basis. A nat¬ 
ural development in economic conditions is 
that the cost of books must increase with the 
cost of book production. Mr. Putnam con¬ 
cluded his remarks with a plea for a more 
thorough belief in the good faith of the pub¬ 
lisher on the part of the librarian, and stated 
that while he was registering a protest against 
librarians he believed that it was their inten¬ 
tion, as it was the intention of the earnest 
and intelligent publisher, to serve the broad¬ 
est educational interests; but with the con¬ 
ception of copyright at present entertained 
by librarians these interests cannot be served. 

Mr. Samuel W. Marvin, of Charles Scrib¬ 
ner's Sons, spoke on the manufacture of books 
for library use, outlining the essentials for 
paper, type, illustrations and binding incum¬ 
bent upon good bookmaking. 

Mr. Doubleday made a few remarks on the 
question of prices and discounts. Some dis¬ 
cussion followed Mr. Doubleday’s remarks. 


THE STRONGHEART PRIZE. 

Such a widespread controversy arose over 
the ending of Frederick R. Burton’s novel, 
“Strongheart,” that his publishers, G. W. Dil¬ 
lingham Co., offered a price of $50 for the best 
200-word criticism. A great number of com¬ 
petitors sent in criticisms, all of which were 
submitted to Edwin Markham and E. W. 
Townsend for a decision. Answers came 
from every section of the country, and after 
the mass of paper had been sifted and re¬ 
duced to the dozen best, the “for” and 
“against” were about evenly balanced. Some 
of the most interesting criticisms were, un¬ 
happily, over-written that is, they included 
much more than 200 words, and had, there¬ 
fore, to be rigorously cast aside. There were 
other instances where an excellent thought, 
cleverly expressed, illuminated a generally in¬ 
effective, immature expression of opinion. On 
the whole, however, the criticisms indicated 
that “Strongheart” had been read by a large 
number of discriminating readers. 

The prize was finally awarded to Florence 
Finch Kelly, 328 West 96th Street, New York 
whose conclusion was that the marriage 
of Strongheart and Dorothy was inevitable. 
Concluding her criticism she says: “Since 
Mr. Burton, in his series of events culminat¬ 
ing in the union of Strongheart and Dorothv 
has tried to help the two races to a truer un- 
eac h other, this logical climax 
of his story makes for the realization of the 
universal brotherhood of man.” 
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BOOICTRADE ASSOCIATIONS. 

AMERICAN PUBLISHERS > ASSOCIATION. 

The ninth annual meeting of the American 
Publishers’ Association was held on January 
18 at 156 Fifth Avenue. The various reports 
were made and adopted, the treasurer’s report 
showing the Association to be in good posi¬ 
tion pecuniarily and that everything was pro¬ 
pitious for continuing its work as heretofore, 
notwithstanding the withdrawal of some of its 
members. The names of George W. Jacobs 
and Thomas Y. Crowell were added to the 
list of the Board of Directors, and Frederick 
A. Stokes and W. F. Gregory, of Lothrop, 
Lee & Shepard, were re-elected directors. 
There was a general discussion of trade mat¬ 
ters, but no action of importance. 

LADIES’ NIGHT AT THE BOOKSELLERS’ 
LEAGUE. 

The fourteenth annual dinner and Ladies’ 
Night given by The Booksellers’ League at 
the Aldine Association, on the evening of 
January 20, was attended by upwards of 150 
persons, and was declared by all to have been 
a distinguished and most enjoyable affair. 
After the coffee E. O. Chapman proposed 
that The Booksellers’ League at its annual 
dinner should send a greeting to the New 
York Boost Club, which, on a number of oc¬ 
casions, ha c . joined with the League in 
“boosting” the annual dinner of the American 
Booksellers’ Association. The Boost Club 
was at its annual dinner at the Waldorf- 
Astoria, commemorating the fifth anniversary 
of the Boost Club’s foundation. The resolu¬ 
tion concluded with the following sentiment 
framed by the “poet lariat” of the League: * 

It may be cold, it may be warm, 

In fair or stormy weather. 

In fairest sunshine or in storm 

Good fellows stick together— 

This ought to be true for the sake of the rhyme 
It is certainly true at dinner time. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted and 
dispatched to the Boost Gub by a special 
messenger. 

Charles L. Bowman, the president of the 
League, in a felicitous speech then introduced 
as the first speaker Mr. Stephen Jenkins, au¬ 
thor of “A Princess and Another,” whose 
subject was “Old New York.” Indeed the 
entertainment was soon recognized as a 
“Knickerbocker Evening.” Mr. Jenkins gave 
a rapid sketch of the old city of New York 
from the time of the discovery of Manhattan 
Island down to 1840, and brought out many 
unknown and astonishing facts. 

Charles Battell Loomis, the author of 
“Cheerful Americans,” etc., then read his 
very amusing dialogue between a child and 
its parent on “What is a New Yorker,” in 
which he disposes of the question in the most 
luminous manner. In response to the very 
generous applause Mr. Loomis read another 
sketch entitled “Tell Me a Story.” An auto¬ 
graphed copy of one of Mr. Loomis’s latest 
books, “The Knack of It,” with a portrait of 
the author, was presented to the League and 
its guests as a souvenir of the occasion by its 
publishers, Fleming H. Revell Company. 


Allen S. Williams, an old friend of the 
League, who has had a great deal to do with 
the training of lions and other wild beasts, 
and who has also lived much among the In¬ 
dians of America, being an Iroquois by adop¬ 
tion, next gave a talk on “The Indians of New 
York,” of whom about fifty live in Manhattan, 
a few at Coney Island and a few in the Bor¬ 
ough of the Bronx. These all retain their 
native speech—that of the Algonquin and 
Iroquois—and their native customs, earning 
their living by acting in shows during the sum¬ 
mer months or by peddling their handiwork 
at summer resorts. After Mr. Williams’s 
most interesting talk, he presented six of the 
New York Indians in their full costumes— 
two men, two women and two children. They 
gave illustrations, so far as was possible in 
so restricted a space and with such a small 
number, of some of the customs of their tribe, 
such as smoking the pipe of peace, choosing a 
chief, and gave some of their songs and 
dances. At the conclusion one of the Indians, 
a full-blooded Seneca, addressed the gather¬ 
ing in an English speech, in which he pointed 
out the advantages of education to his race, 
regretting that the white man did not realize 
this a century earlier to the benefit of himself 
and his red brother. 

Quite unexpectedly Dr. Isaac Taylor Head¬ 
land, for years one of the faculty of the Pekin 
University, offered to give a ten-minute talk 
on the conditions during the past two years 
at the Chinese court. Most of his talk was 
of an intimate character, and gave a view of 
the affairs not to be had through the daily 
press. Dr. Headland will be remembered as 
the author of “Chinese Mother Goose 
Rhymes,” “Chinese Boy and Girl,” “Our Lit¬ 
tle Chinese Cousin” and others. It was great¬ 
ly regretted that time did not permit a more 
lengthy discourse by Dr. Headland. The 
hour hand of the clock was rapidly moving 
towards midnight when the company dis¬ 
persed, feeling that their measure of enjoy¬ 
ment was full to overflowing. 

ANNUAL DINNER OF THE STATIONERS OF 
NEW YORK . 

The Stationers’ Association of New 
York gave its fourth annual dinner at the 
Hotel Astor on the evening of January 13. 
About 425 were present. Theodore L. C. 
Gerry, the president of the New York Asso¬ 
ciation as well as of the National Associa¬ 
tion, presided. Among the speakers were the 
Hon. John Sherman Crosby, the Hon. 
Charles F. Moore, the Rev. F. H. Wall, D.D., 
John T. Nicholson, principal of Public 
School No. 186; the Hon. Arthur J. O’Keeffe, 
Civil Service Commissioner; Simon Bren- 
tano, of Brentano’s, New York; Frank W. 
Bailey, of Boston, vice-president of the Na¬ 
tional Association of Stationers and Manu¬ 
facturers; Henry C. Bainbridge, president 
Stationers’ Board of Trade, and others.

In May, 1895, he went to Boston, 
soon after accepting a position in the office 
of the Joseph Knight Co., and continued 
with L. C. Page & Company, who succeeded 
the Joseph Knight Co. in 1896. Before going 
on the road he had an opportunity to become 
familiar with every branch of the publishing 
business. Mr. Sully’s first important trip 
outside of Boston as a travelling salesman 
was made to Canada in the spring of 1897, 
the same year covering Pennsylvania, New 
York and the New England States. Besides 
retaining his original territory, he has since 
1900 been making annual trips to all the im¬ 
portant cities in the southern States as far 
southwest as Texas, including Galveston, 
Dallas, New Orleans, Atlanta, Richmond, etc. 
Later in the season he made a second trip to 
Canada, going as far west as Winnipeg, re¬ 
turning through North Dakota, Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, Michigan, Indiana, Ohio, Penn¬ 
sylvania and New York State, in the fall cov¬ 
ering New* England. The covering of this 
vast territory meant nine months’ travelling 
and was divided into three trips of three 
months each. Mr. Sully is a bookman as w ell 
as a bookseller, and, as should be the case 
with every important salesman, his opinion 


as to the value of a manuscript, both from 
literary and trade viewpoints, was often 
sought by the publishers whom he repre¬ 
sents. Mr. Sully has in a marked degree the 
quality of friendliness, and his customers are 
also his friends. He has often been heard 
to express the opinion that the retail book¬ 
seller receives the travelling salesman with 
much more courtesy than is found in prob¬ 
ably any other line of business. 

PI. S. Stoll, formerly with Street & Smith, 
and for the last two seasons traveller for A. 
Wessels Co., has joined the travelling force 
of C. S. Hammond & Co., of New York City, 
and will attend the trade in the larger cities 
for their line of atlases, maps, globes, etc. 

Bruno Conrad, well known to the book- 
trade through his contributions to the Ger¬ 
man booktrade journals, has been appointed 
manager of the Leipzig branch of the Li- 
brarie Nilsson of 7 Rue de Lille, Paris.

RECENT CUSTOMS RULINGS. 

Lithographic Congratulation Cards— 
Booklets. —Protest of Charles H. Wyman & 
Co., St. Louis, Mo. Articles classified as 
printed matter under paragraph 403, tariff act 
of 1897, and as lithographic booklets under 
paragraph 400, were claimed to be dutiable 
under the provision in the latter paragraph 
for lithographic prints. Protest sustained. 
General Appraiser Fischer ruled that “the 
merchandise consists of lithograpically printed 
congratulation cards made of stiff white paper 
folded in two, the front and inside having in¬ 
scriptions and designs lithographically printed 
thereon. These cards are in fact paper folders 
without inserts. ... We find upon an ex¬ 
amination of the samples that the items 
marked A on invoice are lithographically 
printed congratulation cards or folders, and 
we hold that they are dutiable as claimed, 
under paragraph. 400, at 5 cents per pound. 
These articles, without inserts, are not book¬ 
lets, and it is error to treat them as subject 
to the same rate as provided for booklets 
printed in whole or in part by lithographic 
process. G. A. 3688 (T. D. 17640).” 
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OBITUARY NOTES. 

Ernst von Wildenbruch, the German 
poet and dramatist, died on January 15 at 
Berlin. Ernst von Wildenbruch was born 
on February 3, 1843, at Beirut in Syria, where 
his father was stationed as Prussian consul. 
In 1857 he went to Germany, where he con¬ 
tinued his studies at Halle and at Berlin. In 
1859 he was admitted to the cadet corps.at 
Potsdam and became an officer in 1863, but 
resigned two years later. After the Franco- 
Prussian war he devoted himself to the drama 
and literature. Among his best-known plays 
are “Die Karolinger,” “Vater und Sohne” 
and “Die Rabensteinerin.” Among his other 
books are the epic poems “Vionville” and 
“Sedan,” “Kinderthranen,” “Das Edle Blut” 
and other poetical works, and the following 
novels: “Eifernde Liebe,” “Der Zauberer 
Cyprian,” “Semiramis,” “Vize-Mama,” etc. In 
1903 he wrote an article on the Monroe Doc¬ 
trine, wherein he urged Germany to make an 
explicit declaration in favor of the doctrine 
so that all the world might know where his 
country stood. 

Arthur William A’Beckett, journalist, 
novelist and dramatist, died on January 14 
in London. A’Beckett, one of the brilliant 
“A’Becketts of Punch,” was the third son of 
Gilbert Abbott A’Beckett, and nephew of 
Sir William A’Beckett, Chief Justice of Vic¬ 
toria. His family claimed direct descent 
from the father of St. Thomas A’Beckett, 
Archbishop of Canterbury. For many years 
he was one of the chief writers for Punch . 
A’Beckett was born at Fulham in 1844. He 
began his editorial work in 1865 as editor of 
The Glowworm. Before this he served a 
short term in the war office. From 1868 to 
1870 he was editor of The Britannia Maga¬ 
zine. He was special correspondent for The 
Standard and The Globe in the Franco-Ger¬ 
man War, after which he became private 
secretary of the Duke of Norfolk. His con¬ 
nection with Punch lasted from 1874 to 1902. 
He was also editor of The Naval and Military 
Magazine in 1896 and of John Bull in 1902-3 
Many comic essays, novels and plays came 
from his pen, among them “A Comic Guide to 
the Royal Academy,” “The Shadow Witness” 
and “The Doom of St. Quirec,” 1875-76; 
“The Ghost of Grimstown Grange” and “The 
Mystery of Mostyn Manor,” 1877-78; “Mod¬ 
ern Arabian Nights,” 1885; “Greenroom 
Recollections,” 1896; “The Modern Adam,” 
1899; “London at the End of the Century,” 
1900, and “The A’Becketts of Punch,” 1903. 

William Am hurst Tyssen-Amherst, first 
Baron Amherst of Hackney, died suddenly 
on January 17 in London. Lord Amherst 
was born April 25, 1835. His death brings to 
a tragic end the story of the pathetic misfor¬ 
tunes which overwhelmed the last days of a 
worthy man. He was past seventy when he 
learned that, through the rascality of a solic¬ 
itor to whom he had committed the entire 
management of his own great estate, as well 
as certain trust funds, it had been entirely 
dissipated—a sum of about $1,250,000 in all. 
For upward of half a century Lord Amherst 


had been a collector of books, manuscripts 
and tapestries. Didlington Hall was a store¬ 
house of historic treasures—Gobelins, Sevres 
ware, scarabs, Limoges, Majolicas—and shel¬ 
tered one of the most complete collections in 
the world of books and manuscripts illustrat¬ 
ing the history of printing from the earliest 
times. These books and manuscripts were 
estimated to be worth three-quarters of a 
million, but no figures could represent the 
loving care which Lord Amherst had spent 
in gathering them. When the crash came 
nothing was to be done but sell, and Lord 
Amherst saw the art treasures he had spent 
a lifetime bringing from the ends of the earth 
go under the hammer. Not a book, a manu¬ 
script, a print, or a vase but was dear to his 
heart. It was a satisfaction to him that his 
seventeen magnificent Caxtons were not scat¬ 
tered. They went to America to J. P. 
Morgan, but when the auctioneer’s ham¬ 
mer fell on theTast lot all reason for living 
ceased for Lord Amherst of Hackney. He 
lived just six weeks longer. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

The venerable scientist, Ernst Haeckel, 
who will be seventy-five on February 16, in¬ 
tends to resign at the close of the winter ses¬ 
sion the professorship of zoology in the Uni¬ 
versity of Jena, which he has held for forty- 
six years, and give all his time to his phylo¬ 
genetic museum. 

“Galbraith/’ who for several years has 
been supplying the London book gossip of the 
New York Times and its Saturday Review of 
Books, who is known to her family and 
friends as Miss Catherine Galbraith Welch, 
has returned to her native New York City 
to create a branch of the Curtis Brown Lit¬ 
erary Agency. Miss Welch succeeded bril¬ 
liantly as correspondent of the New York 
Times —even to interviewing George Mere¬ 
dith—and also as the author of a capital 
book, “The Little Dauphin.” 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The London Bookseller with its issue for 
January 1 appears as a weekly instead of a 
monthly periodical. It has also changed its 
form from an octavo to a quarto, 8x11 
inches. In make up and contents the new 
Bookseller is pleasing and enterprising. 

The Aesculapian is the title of a new quar¬ 
terly journal of medical history, literature 
and art, edited by Albert Tracy Huntington, 
and published from 1313 Bedford Avenue, 
Brooklyn, N. Y. The Aesculapian is really 
the successor of The Medical Library and 
Historical Journal, of which five volumes 
were published, the last appearing in Decem¬ 
ber, 1907. Among the articles in the first 
number of The Aesculapian is one on “Physi¬ 
cians as Contributors to British and Amer¬ 
ican Literature,” by Mrs. John E. Sheppard* 
The subscription price is $2.50, single num¬ 
bers 75 cents. 

Witherby & Co., 326 High Holborn, Lon¬ 
don, have brought out the January number 
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of a new monthly magazine, entitled Travel 
and Exploration, edited by S. Carter Gil- 
motir, Fellow of the Royal Geographical So¬ 
ciety. It is in quarto^ shape and runs to 88 
pages of text, profusely and interestingly il¬ 
lustrated. Among the contents of the first 
number appear: “The Nasamonians: a Call 
to Exploration,” by Sir Clements R. Mark¬ 
ham; “The Danish Expedition to North- 
East Greenland,” by Lieutenant A. Trolle, 
Danish Royal Navy; “Travellers and Pho¬ 
tography: How to Secure Good Results,” by 
Dudley Kidd; “A Journey Into the Primeval 
Forests of Tropical Peru,” by L. C. Ber- 
nacchi; “Motoring in Many Lands,” by PI. 
Massac Buist; and “Aerial Flight,” by the 
same author.

The Open Court Publishing Co., Chicago, 
has published a Catalogue Index of The 
Monist for a period of seventeen years. 

The Bulletin of Bibliography, published by 
the Boston Book Company, in its issue for 
January, 1909, prints the first part of a bib¬ 
liography of “Ghost Stories and Tales of the 
Supernatural,” compiled by Jean Hawkins, 
of the New York State Library; the fifth part 
of F. W. Faxon’s bibliography of “Literary 
Annuals and Gift Books;” the second part of 
the “Index to Reference Lists published by 
Libraries, 1907, 1908,” compiled by the Provi¬ 
dence (R. I.) Public Library; the third part 
of “The Index to the Works of Honore de 
Balzac,” by Frederick B. Gillette, of the Uni¬ 
versity of Michigan; the quarterly Magazine 
Subject-Index October-December, 1908; also, 
the regular record of new titles, changed ti¬ 
tles and deaths in the periodical world given 
under the heading of “Births and Deaths.” 

Albert Matthews has in preparation a 
bibliography of New England magazines of the 
eighteenth century, (1743-1800,) based on the 
collections owned by the following libraries 
and societies: American Antiquarian Society, 
Boston Athenaeum, Boston Public Library, 
Library of Congress, Essex Institute, Harvard 
College Library, Lenox (New York Public) 
Library, Massachusetts Historical Society, 
Massachusetts State Library, New England 
Historic Genealogical Society, New York 
Historical Society, Historical Society of 
Pennsylvania, Library Company of Philadel¬ 
phia. State Historical Society of Wisconsin, 
and Yale University Library. Mr. Matthews, 
whose address is Hotel Oxford, Boston, has 
prepared a list of the magazines he intends 
to include, which he will send to librarians 
and bibliographers with a view to obtaining 
their opinion as to whether those publications 
ought to be rated as magazines or news¬ 
papers. 

The Government Printing Office at 
Washington, D. C., has brought out a “List 
of References on International Arbitration,” 
compiled under the direction of Appleton 
Prentiss Gark Griffin. The purpose of this 
list, according to Mr. Griffin’s prefatory note, 
dated July 1, 190S, “is to exhibit material 


dealing with international arbitration, and, 
further, particularly to show that on the con¬ 
ferences at the Hague. The question of the 
limitation of armaments and that of the col¬ 
lection of foreign debts having had special 
prominence at the Plague Conference of 1907, 
material dealing with these two topics is like¬ 
wise given under separate heads. In addition 
there are listed references to discussions on 
the French occupation of Mexico, the Vene¬ 
zuela case, and the Santo Domingo question.

Dodd, Mead & Company have made a very 
striking Valentine’s Day wrapper for “Bach- 
ellor Belles,” the handsome Harrison Fisher 
book which they issued for the past holiday 
season. The wrapper is cut out so as to re¬ 
veal the girl’s head on the cover of the book.

“Bachellor Belles” in this setting makes a 
strikingly handsome and appropriate valen¬ 
tine.

Nichols, Bishop of California, who thinks 
highly of the work.

The popularity of “Aunt Jane of Ken¬ 
tucky” grows steadily and its fame is spread¬ 
ing to other countries. Some of the chapters 
have been reprinted in Australia and New 
Zealand. Two copies of the entire book are 
now in print for the blind, one in the Albany 
State Library and the other in the New York 
City Library. These are in six volumes of 
English braille, while the copy being prepared 
for the Providence (R. I.) Library in Amer¬ 
ican braille will require nine volumes. 

Brentano’s will publish February 20 “The 
Perfume of the Lady in Black,” a new and 
remarkable detective story by Gaston Leroux, 
who showed his cleverness for that kind of 
work in his successful “Mystery of the Yel¬ 
low Room,” some of the characters of this 
ingenious tale again appearing in the new 
story. The hero is again Joseph Rouletabille, 
the young reporter, with the almost uncanny 
powers of reasoning. The story begins with 
a wedding, and the mystery centres around 
the couple on their honeymoon. 

The Electrical Record for January gives 
an interesting account of the use of electricity 
in a bookbindery, by Charles Craig Phelps, 
who has selected the J. F. Tapley Company’s 
plant at. 531 East Thirty-seventh Street, New 
York City, as one of the most complete and 
best-equipped in this country. From the time 
the. sheets are brought into the establishment 
until the completed book is ready to be de¬ 
livered, every machine used in the process 
is driven by electricity, including the heating 
of the dies and glue pots. 

J.. B. Lippincott Company have in press 
an important work on “Insect Relations,” by 
John B. Smith, best known as the New Jersey 
State Entomologist, an authority on economic 
entomology, and as author of an important 
work on “Economic Entomology,” which has 
already run two editions. In this new book 
the author traces the relations of insect life 
to man, to the other animals, to insects, and 
to plants, and considers the effect of the ef¬ 
forts of man to put a check upon insect pests 
and to alter the balance of nature. 

The educational Museum of Teachers’ Col¬ 
lege, at Columbia University, has opened an 
exhibit of material collected in various parts 
of the world by Professor David Eugene 
Smith, author of the Smith Arithmetics, pub¬ 
lished by Ginn & Company, to show the his¬ 
torical development of mathematics. The 
growth of number systems is illustrated by 
several Babylonian cylinders, by magic 
squares on stone and in Chinese silk, and by 
Greek, Persian, Egyptian, Roman, Arabic, 
Chinese. Japanese and Hindu mathematical 
materials. 

The MACMn.LAN Company will publish 
early in February two important novels— 
“The Three Brothers,” by Eden Phillpotts, in 
which the famous English novelist returns to 
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the Dartmoor country with which his name 
is closely associated; and “The Straw,” by 
Rina Ramsay, a new author of whom much 
is expected, who tells a lively story of the 
gay English hunting set, full of action and of 
clever touches of character. A new book by 
the veteran Lord Avebury, (Sir John Lub¬ 
bock,) “Peace and Happiness,” is also an¬ 
nounced for publication early in the month. 

Henry Holt & Co. will have as their first 
contribution to the fiction of 1909 “The Pil¬ 
grim’s March,” by H. H. Bashford, a new 
writer, who has furnished a happy English 
story of which the hero is a youth of artistic 
tendencies, who is contrasted with a charac¬ 
ter of Puritan spirit and the situation well 
worked out. The house will also publish a 
collection of some forty pieces from Punch , 
chiefly by the editor, Owen Seaman, to be 
uniform with his former delightful volumes, 
“A Harvest of Chaff” and “Borrowed 
Plumes.” New editions are also ready of 
“A Lord of Lands,” Ramsey Benson’s fine 
study of Western farm life; and of “Nature 
and Health,” (the third edition,) by Dr. Ed¬ 
ward Curtis. 

The Century Co. will publish next month 
a new book by Mrs. Jennette Lee, whose 
“Uncle William,” the story of an old Nova 
Scotia fisherman and philosopher, has made 
so. many friends. The new book is called 
“Simeon Tetlow’s Shadow.” Dr. Maurice 
Francis Egan’s “Sexton Maginnis” stories 
have been gathered into a book, and will be 
published by The Century Company this 
spring. Dr. Egan is at present United States 
Minister to Denmark, following several years’ 
wprk as Professor of English Language and 
Literature at the Catholic University, Wash¬ 
ington. 

One of the oldest and best-known college 
professors in the country, John Williams 
White, has just resigned his position at Har¬ 
vard, where he has been teaching Greek since 
1874. Professor White was graduated from 
Ohio Wesleyan University in 1868 and three 
years later received his A.M. degree there. 
After that he studied at Berlin and Harvard, 
'where he received a doctor’s degree in 1877. 
He has been the recipient of several higher 
degrees and many notable honors in the past 
thirty years. Probably he is best known to 
teachers and pupils through his “First Greek 
Book,” published by Ginn & Company. From 
available statistics it is estimated that eighty 
per cent, of the high schools and academies 
where Greek is taught use this book. 

George W. Jacobs & Co. have in prepara¬ 
tion a useful little handbook entitled “The 
A B C of Skat,” by Agnes Henry, who has 
striven to make the rules of this favorite 
German game of cards so simple that they 
can be comprehended by the learner, and a 
series of examples of possible hands will be 
a feature of especial value. They hope to 
publish this spring the third volume of ex- 
Mayor Charles F. Warwick’s trilogy on the 
French Revolution. Its title will be “Robes¬ 
pierre and the French Revolution,” and, be¬ 
sides being a biography of the famous man 


whose name it bears, it will give a full ac¬ 
count of the closing scenes of the Terror and 
a summary of the chief events of the great 
epoch in history of which it formed a con¬ 
spicuous part. 

Moffat, Yard & Co. will bring out on Jan¬ 
uary 28, in the series of Our American Holi¬ 
days, edited by Robert Haven Schauffler, a 
volume entitled “Lincoln’s Birthday,” a unique 
anthology about Lincoln culled from a wealth 
of essays, poems, character studies and his¬ 
torical estimates on the subject, forming 
really a composite portrait of Lincoln as seen 
through the eyes of many writers of distinc¬ 
tion. They have in press what is de¬ 
scribed as “a story of theatrical life in New 
York City told in the form of extracts from 
the diary of a pretty, piquant dancing girl,” 
whose success is due more to the nimbleness 
of her wits than to the nimbleness of her feet. 
“The Diary of a Show Girl” will be the title 
of the book, which will contain eighteen 
drawings by Wallace Morgan, the creator of 
“Fluffy Ruffles.” The author is Grace Luce 
Irwin, (Mrs. Wallace Irwin.) 

Fleming H. Revf.ll Company will publish 
shortly a book on “The Exploration of Egypt 
and the Old Testament,” by Dr. J. Garrow 
Duncan, who gives the story of what he 
learned while working under the direction of 
Dr. Flinders Petrie particularly in Goshen, 
where the Israelites were located while in 
Egypt. The book will be illustrated from 
photographs and charts. They also announce 
the immediate publication of a new book by 
Dr. G. Campbell Morgan, of London, entitled 
“Mountains and Valleys in the Ministry of 
Jesus,” which is said to be a splendid ex¬ 
ample of Dr. Morgan’s gift of teaching by 
contrasts; “Peru, its Story, People and Re¬ 
ligion,” by Miss Geraldine Guiness, who 
knows her subject intimately through long 
residence and extensive travels in the country 
of which she writes; also, J. J. Bell’s story, 
“Whither Thou Goest,” already described by 
us. 

A. C. McClurg & Co. call attention to the 
following books which should find sale apro¬ 
pos of the Lincoln Centennial celebration: 
“The Illini,” by Clark E. Carr, now in its 
seventh edition, which gives some interesting 
intimate glimpses of Lincoln; “Lincoln Year 
Bcok,” axioms and aphorisms by the great 
emancipator for every day in the year, com¬ 
piled by Wallace Rice; “Lincoln’s Gettysburg 
Address,” by Clark E. Carr, which presents 
the facts as stated by an eye witness; “Life 
of Lincoln,” by Isaac N. Arnold, with an in¬ 
troduction by the Hon. E. B. Washburn, now 
considered as an authority, not only upon the 
character and career of Lincoln, but upon the 
history of the period to which it is devoted; 
“The Children’s Life of Abraham Lincoln,” 
by 'Louise M. Putnam, which is extensively 
used in public schools; also, “My Day and 
Generation,” by Clark E. Carr, three chapters 
of which are devoted to personal recollections 
of Lincoln which have special interest at this 
time. 

Ginn & Co. have just brought out in The 
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Open Library a volume by Marion Florence 
Lansing, entitled “Tales of Old England in 
Prose and Verse,” in which is presented a 
selection of stories from a field of literature 
which has always been a favorite one with 
young readers. “Tom Thumb,” “Child Row¬ 
land, “Dick Whittington and His Cat,” “Jack 
and the Beanstalk” and the other Jack, of 
giant fame, are to be found among the four¬ 
teen tales which have been chosen by Miss 
Lansing. The stories, which are all distinc¬ 
tively English, have for many years delighted 
the children of this country as much as they 
did our ancestors, and it is expected that 
their reappearance in new garb will serve as 
an agreeable introduction to American school 
children who have not yet made their ac¬ 
quaintance. They have nearly ready a book of 
travels, descriptions, tales and historical 
sketches, entitled “Merrie England,” by Grace 
Greenwood, adapted for supplementary read¬ 
ing for school children. 

The J. S. Ogilvie Publishing Company, 
of New York, announce for early publication 
“When the Wildwood Was in Flower,” a 
new book by G. Smith Stanton, whose first 
book, “Where the Sportsman Loves to Lin¬ 
ger,” published in 1905, was very well re¬ 
ceived. Mr. Stanton is the son of Henry B. 
Stanton, for many years political editor of 
the New York Sun in Charles A. Dana’s 
time, and Elizabeth Cady Stanton. In “When 
the Wildwood Was in Flower” the author 
tells of the fifteen years he spent on the plains 
as a stockman, before and after the days of 
railroads. Fie was a shipper of live stock to 
Chicago before, during and after the forma¬ 
tion of the Beef Trust, and relates how, with 
other stockmen, he was driven out of business 
by that gigantic combination. “Reminiscences 
of the Author’s Vacation Days,” the second 
half of the book, contains seven short narra¬ 
tives of his vacation days in the open. The 
book will contain one hundred and twenty- 
five pages, illustrated with thirty-six half¬ 
tone pictures from photographs, and is to be 
published in cloth at one dollar, net. 

The John C. Winston Company will pub¬ 
lish at once “Neglected Neighbors,” a re¬ 
markable book by Charles F. Weller, execu¬ 
tive secretary of the President’s Homes Com¬ 
mission. This book, which has an introduc¬ 
tion by President Roosevelt, is a careful study 
of housing conditions in the national capital. 
It is intended to be the first of a series of 
surveys, from a sociological standpoint, of the 
chief congested centres in the principal cities 
of the country. They have in preparation a 
new juvenile by Edward S. Ellis, dealing 
with the automobile craze, which will be en¬ 
titled “Upside Down.” Mr. Ellis has also 
placed in the hands of the Winston Company 
the manuscript of two volumes of what is to 
be known as the Overland Scries. The stories 
will deal with the pony express riders of the 
West in the early days of the Republic. They 
are issuing a number of reprints of standard 
works of fiction at popular prices, the list 
now numbering a score or more of books that 
are still favorites with the reading public.
